WHAT IS PROMISED? The FHA will insure mortgages at 5 to 6% interest, up tor 90% 
of valuation on omer occupied dwellings for purchase or rehabilitation of proper- 
ty, or both, ‘This means ‘that, with the cooperation of banks and other lending a= 
gencies, many of vhich have already promised their help, one will be able to sece 
ure mortgage money for improving one's house or buying a new one in this area, 


WHAT IS EXPECTED?—and here is where the total concern, cooperation, and hard 
work of everybody is needed, First: The neighborhood selected for rehabilitation 
under Section 220 must be fairly close-knit. Second: ‘There must be a reasonably 
high degree of owner occupancy, Third: The city must be prepared to do its share 
in providing adequate facilities and services, proper street lighting, schools and 
recreational areas, as: well asa paid co-ordinator. Fourth: The entire ‘community 
must give its complete cooperation and support'to the project. *
